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that  he  must  tell  the  truth  even  when  it 
results  in  a great  amount  of  suffering,  envy 
or  lisgraee.  Of  course,  if  the  lie  is  cal- 
culated to  do  any  injury  to  your  neighbors, 
then  that  gives  a new  color  to  the  whole 
situation,  and  you  should  hesitate  at  such  a 
time. 

2.  “You  have  a right  to  tell  a lie  If  you 
aim  thereby  to  do  some  good  to  the  church 
or  somebody  else. 

“To  speak  the  truth  nt  all  times  will  on- 
ly mean  that  you  will  be  in  trouble  over 
half  the  time.  But  to  tell  a lie  so  that  good 
may  he  done  hy  it,  will  keep  things  run- 
ning smoothly  and  peace  will  prevail.  For 
instance,  a little  white  baby  was  murdered 
and  placed  under  a footbridge  in  the  Wes- 
son Cemetery,  last  year  and  the  truth  was 
never  told  about  how  it  came  to  he  there. 
Tn  telling  a lie.  lie  sure  to  cover  your  tracks 
ns  you  go,  so  that  your  lie  will  he  hidden. 
If  your  falsehood  should  be  discovered,  it 
will  tend  to  weaken  your  influence  with 
those  whom  you  know.  Remember,  it  is 
not  the  lying  that  hurts  the  person  it  is 
only  when  the  lie  is  found  out.  My  advice 
to  you  is  to  go  ahead  and  make  all  the  plans 
veu  can  for  the  futhering  of  anything  good 
in  the  church  and  when  you  find  that  .you 
cannot  carry  out  your  plans,  in  an  easy  and 
natural  way  of  truth,  then  manufacture 
some  lie  by  which  you  can  pu^h  your  scheme 
through.  In  this  way  you  can  do  a great 
amount  of  good,  and  you  must  give  the  lie 
the  credit  for  helping  you  to  success.  I 
think  you  will  have  no  dificulty  in  seeing 
this  point,  and  hope  you  will  have  no  trou- 
ble in  following  this  advice. 

3.  “It  |n  certainly  proper  to  tell  a lie  if 
you  wish  to  save  somebody  from  a shock 
or  spare  him  from  mental  anxiety  or  patn. 

“You  will  be  surprised  to  know  how  many 
people  there  are  who  are  so  squeezed  up  in 
a straight  jacket  that  their  consciences  trou- 
ble them,  if  they  tell  a lie  even  as  an  act  of 
mercy.  I met  a man  a short  time  ago  who 
was  sent  to  break  the  new’s  to  a poor  moth- 
er that  her  husband  was  killed.  When  he 
first  reached  her,  he  spoke  of  her  husband 
being  taken  ill  very  suddenly  and  that  he 
would  be  brought  home.  After  the  poor 
woman  was  nerved  to  this  sad  report,  he 
told  her  still  further  that  he  feared  that  he 
would  not  he  alive  until  he  would  reach  home 

c 

and  thus  by  gardual  steps,  he  prepared  her 
i iind  for  the  arrival  of  her  dead  compan- 
ion. After  the  man  had  done  his  wmrk  and 
returned  to  his  home,  his  conscience  up- 
brni.led  him  because  lie  had  at  first  misrep- 
resented the  situation  to  the  widow  . 

“I  will  let  you  form  your  own  conclusion 
concerning  this  case.  Now,  if  it  is  right  to 
cover  up  the  truth  in  this  ease,  is  it  not 
^i’.so  right  to  tell  a lie  under  similar  cireum- 
stenees?  Suppose  a church  member  hears 
a damaging  rumor  concerning  herself  which 
is  being  circulated  over  the  whole  communi- 
ty. I would  consider  Tt  the  act  of  an  an- 
gel if  somebody  would  tell  her  that  the  ru- 
mor is  without  any  foundation  whatever, 
and  that  it  was  never  started  as  it  was  be- 
ing circulated.  Suppose  a husband  has 
been  unfaithful  to  his  wife,  would  it  not  he 
perfectly  proper  for  some  one  to  tell  a lie 
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hy  saying  that  she  was  laboring  uiaier  a 
misapprehension?  Would  it  not  he  n great 
comfort  to  her  if  you  could  makb  h)*r  be- 
lieve that  she  was  wrong  in  her  suspicions? 
So  I could  give  you  many  instaneeii  in 
which  it  would  be  proper  to  tell  atjie  t D*t 
me  once  more  urge  an  import a*t  joint. 
Be  sure  that  when  you  toll  a lie.]  that  you 
are  reasonably  safe  that  you  wwj’t  he  de- 
tected. 

4.  “It  is  proper  to  tell  a lie  kvluu  you 
hope  to  he  charitable  to  sumeboly.  The 
Bible  is  so  full  of  teaching  on  charity  that 
you  will  he  glad  for  an  oportunity  to;  prac- 
tice it  in  this  manner. 

“If  a person  has  a fault,  and  some  one 
asks  you  about  that  person,  wmjld  it  not 
be  kind  in  you  to  cover  up  the  faiiitl  If 
a person  has  an  ugly  disposition,  would  it 
not  he  kindness  on  your  part  to  ciuiueal  this 
characteristic?  Suppose  a person  is  curse  1 
with  a bad  temper,  would  it  not  jicjap  act 
of  charity  if  you  would  speak  kindly  of  his 
weakness  to  someone  else  Always  make, 
some  kind  of  an  ajHilogy  for  thij  sum, and 
weaknesses  of  others  so  that  the  burdens  of 
the  weak  will  he  lightened.  As  you  walk 
along  the  pathway  of  life,  you  kill  find 
very  many  opportunities  of  this  kind  to  iin- 
pnne.  How  could  you  fulfil  the  Scripture 
more  than  if  you  practice  after j this  ad- 
vice* This  kind  of  charity  you  ran  prac- 
tice and  how  can  you  do  it  wilhout  the 
convenient  use  of  a “little”  falsehood  now 
and  then?  ,|  i | 

5.  “You  certainly  have  a right]  to  tell  a 
l’e  to  a person  who  asks  you  aland  tl*iv*~* 
that  he  should  not  know,  or  about  ijonifthing 
that  is  not  his  business  to  know.  ] 

“What  better  treatment  can  you  ifive  a 
man  with  such  a nose  than  to  grease  it  with 
the  oil  of  deception?  The  more  lii^  you  can 
tell  such  a man  the  sooner  lie  will  awake  and 
see  that  he  is  a fool.  About  the  worsl 
thing  you  can  give  to  a nosy  map  id  yoyr 

valuable  time.  If  vou  wish  to  it«U  such 

‘■  i 

men  everything  they  want  to  kijowj,  you 
can  let  your  business  drop  and  tjake  care 
of  cnch  fellows  the  rest  of  your  dkys,  A 
good  lie  fitly  spoken  is  like  a cool  breeze  on 
a hot  Jay.  If  you  become  expert  i®  tlje  use 
of  lies  you  can  deliver  them  evenly  balanc- 
ed. A lie  will  help  you  out,  of  ’many  a 
tight  place  and  will  put  happiness  rigpt  in 
your  pathway  many  a time  when  •’jthcjrwise 
you  would  find  thorns  to  prick  you. 

“There  are  many  other  instances  in  which 
a lie  is  justifiable,  but  I must- leave!  all  this 
to  your  own  good  judgment.  1 will  give 
you  a safe  rule  which  you  can  1 foljow : 
Whenever  you  feel  like  telling  a lie  and 
your  conscience  does  not  smite  you,  then]  you 
can  feel  sure  that  a lie  is  in  place  dud  you 
need  not  hesitate  to  tell  it.  If  you  should  j 
got  into  trouble  sometime  hy  telling  it  fjilse-  I 
hood,  you  must  not  he  too  quick  to  blame 
all  of  your  trouble  on  the  falsehoods  Jon 
must  remember  that  if  you  had  not  sold  the 
lie  you  would  have  gotten  into  greattfr  trou- 
ble. That  is  the  real  oil  of  comfort  which 
you  must  pour  upon  your  wounded  he®rt. 
when  you  are  sorrowing  over  lies  which  you 
have  told. 
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“I  wish  you  abundant  success  in  life  and 
Jo  not  forget  that  by  telling  the  truth  at 
I the  right  time  and  a lie  at  the  right  time, 

! that  you  will  learn  the  real  secret  of  a *ue- 
! ccssful  career,*  either  in  the  professions,  in 
! business,  or  in  any  one  of  the  other  avenues 
j of  life.” 

The  devil  is  certainly  true  U>  himself  in 
trying  to  teach  that  it  is  right  to  tell  a lie 
No  one  would  expect  him  to  express  him- 
self differently  when  he  has  been  in  the 
business  ever  sinee  he  fell  from  Heaven.  He 
lied  to  Eve  in  jhe  Harden  of  Eden,  to  ('am. 
who  killed  his  brother,  and  to  the  long  line 
of  patriarchs  and  prophets.  He  has  become 
so  proficient  in  this  kind  of  hnsines*  that 
he  is  called  the  Father  of  Liars.  In  the 
preceding  remark,  the  devil  says  that  “It  i-« 
not  the  lying  that  hurts  a person,  but  only 
when  the  lie*  are  found  out.”  What  can  1m* 
more  false  than  sjich'  a statement T When 
a person  willfully  tell*  a lie.  even  though 
the  lie  may  never  be  found  but  its  horrible 
scar  is  left  upon  the  soul,  and  it  will 
\«ork  injury  sometime  or  somewhere  af- 
ter the  manner  that  poison  in  the  blood 
will  come  to  the  surface  in  one  wav  or  an 
other. 

The  devil  tohl  the  church  member  that  a 
person  who  tells  the  truth  all  the  time  will 
he  in  trouble  over  half  the  time.  Bui  the 
old  rascal  forgets  to  say  that  if  a person 
should  get  into  trouble,  by  tolling  the  truth 
that  ho  has  a clear  conscience  and  ia  not 
afraid  to  face  anybody.  Indeed,  the  very 
opposite  of  what  he  tcachin  is  true.  A per. 
son  who  tells  a lie  h joirt  of  the  time  is  in 
trouble  all  the  time.  It  w ill  not  be  long  be 
fore  good  people  will  lose  respect  for  him, 
j and  also  his  own  heart  will  be  filled  with  a 
] nicaniieos  that  wrl  t.:ae.s<n  a I the  blessings,’ 
of  life. 

Thcio  may  he  certain  extreme  eases,  such, 
f.s  the  one  concerning  the  dead  hnabanj  to 
which  the  devil  makes  reference,  where  mis- 
representation may  he  an  act  of  mercy.  But 
alwayfi  in  such  eases  the  misrepresentation 
js  just  for  a moment,  to  he  followed  hy  the 
real  truth.  A person  is  in  a tight  straif 
for  an  argument  when  he  must  use  such  « 
circumstance  - to  try  to  prove  t hat  lying  is 
justifiable.  The  other  instances  oiled  are 
nil  from  hell  and  the  man  who  will  permit 
his  conscience  to  be  turned  to  the  channel  of 
lying  with  a good  object  in  view,  will  final- 
ly become  so  ateejied  in  his  inward  iniquity 
that  he  can  commit  gross  crimes  with  im- 
punity. The  Bible. is  ch  ar  on  the  subject  of 
lying,  and  it  is  there  expressly  forbidden 
and  even  if  you  should  1m*  called  upon  to 
suffer  pain  for  truth’s  sake,  you  can  feci 
asured  that  in  the  end  your  triumph,  will 
he  made  more  glorious.  Words  uttered  in 
truth  are  fitly  spoken,  and  are  like  “apples 
of  gold  in  pitchers  of  silver.”

tions.  Health  conditions  in  his  family  have 
made  it  necessary  for  him  to  carry  them  to 
a different  climate.  Being  under  necessity 
of  making  a living  for  his  large  family,  and 
finding  it  important  to  be  with  them,  he 
has  accepted  the  headship  of  a greatly  prom- 
ising school  at  Amarillo,  Texas  That  is 
thirty-six  hours  from  Blue  Mountain.  This 
session  he  undertook  to  give  half  his  time  to 
Blue  Mountain,  but  has  found  the  arrange- 
ment impracticable.

I firmly  believe, 
however,  that  the  Lord  has  willed  it  and  I 
go  at  the  call  of  duty.  I am  now  53  years 
of  age.  I ought  to  do  at  least  twenty  years 
more  of  active  educational  work. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  readers  of  this  ar- 
ticle that  the  firm  of  Lowrey  & Berry  ac- 
quired the  ownership  and  management  of 
Hillman  College  four  years  ago.  I have 
been  serving  Hillman  College  as  President 
but  my  wife  has  been  the  real  manager  of 
aflairs  there,  along  with  other  noble  help- 
ers. I am  to  retain  the  Presidency  of  Flill- 
man  College  and  spend  as  much  as  one  week 
in  the  month  at  Clinton,  j giving  attention 
to  her  interests.  This  will  be  a good  deal 
more  time  than  I have  been  giving  to  Hill- 
man. My  nephew,  Prof.  Lawrence  T.  Low- 
rey, will  be  Vice-President  at  Hillman,  and 
we  are  arranging  for  a strong  faculty  and 
managing  force  there.
